Of course, this policy is only 
to apply to nominations made at tho 
instance of SenatorR, members 
and 


others, and of whoa he has no knowl- 
edge of his own to guide him. 
So, if 


any such nominations turn out wrong 
and unwise, the country will kuow that 
the fault will not rest with tbo Presi- 
dent, but with those who impose upon 
him by such recommendations.

Tlie Question o!' Conllnuinlou' 


Tuldre Time*. 


Alkali land can be found in nil parts 


of Tulare county. Its distribution i* 
very irregular and cannot be traced to 
any intelligible cause. The best land 
in the county contains what are known 
as "alkali spots." Analyses by 
Pro- 


fessor Hilgard of alkali soil taken from 
the Goshen lands, and that found near 
Bskersfield, reveal marked differences. 
The former is exceedingly poisonous to 
vegetation, while the latter isinuocuouo. 
Many different theories are held1 by the 
people of this valley relative to the best 
inodu of removing this peculiar mineral 
substance or neutralizing its effect. They 
all agree, however, that it is generally 
found on the richest soil, and that culti- 
vation has *tended to remove it from the 
land. 
*" 
» 


Much controversy exists here as to the 


effects of irrigation upon alkali land. 
Some claim that irrigation will remove 
tha alkali, while others assert that it 
will draw the alkali to the surface, thus 
aggravating the evil it is intended to 
cure. But it must not b» forgotten in 
arguing thus that Inure are different 
kinds of irrigation. The Itnda in the 
Mussel Slough country are chiefly mois- 
tened by the percolation through the 
soil of the water beneath the surface. 
In other parts of tha county the land is 
generally wet by flooding. In th« for- 
mer case the water rises toward the sur- 
face, in the latter it descends from the 
surface. Obviously those methods, be- 
ing directly opposite in their operations, 
must differ largely in their efioct. 
The 


alkali is soluble, and is carried by the 
rising water to the surface whsu the 
former method ia employed. Flooding 
naturally hns n contrary effect, 
and 


sinks the alkali deeper into the soil, 
The id«a entertained by so njany, thai 
the 
water washes the nlkuli away 


is entirely erroneous. The mineral suta 
starce, 
coming 
into 
oontnct with 


the liquid, is immediately diasalvecl, 
and sinks with the water which holds i 
into the earth, and bpyoud th» reach o 
all subsequent 
flooding.

Dr. W. A. KusRtill has given this sub- 


ject much attention, tiad his rcnche 
conclusions which may prov« of practi- 
cal value to farmers. lie says that th 
water, strongly impregnated with ulkuli 
is carried by cnpillury attraction to tin 
surface, where i 
.vaporates and lea*r 


a crust of alkali, wliioL, is visible to th 
naked eye. This crust disappears wit] 
the first rain, and the soil gives no indi 
cation of the presence of the destrnotiv 
mineral. He concludes from the state 
of facts that there arc but two practical 
remedies. 
One is to sink the nlktilt RO 


deep that it will not reappear. The 
other is to remove it from the surface 
when the ground is dry. Manv years 
ago he visited th« rtiuub of Mr. William 
Benware, southeast of this city,' and 
was astonished to learn that (lie garden, 
a very beautiful one, bail formerly b«eii 
the worst alkali spot on the place. Mr. 
Benware, who is now deceased, explain- 
ed that his method of removing alkali 
was to flood the land in the Fall season 
for four days, keeping the water con- 
fined in the required area by small 
levees. 
He claimed th-it iu this period 


of time the water would soak ('own to 
subterraueaii currents, carrying the al- 
kali with it. When it re.ioh.ed these 
hidden streams it was borne away, and 
the alkali was gone, never to return.

The Bulletin admirably reviews the 


Chinese situation. It SETS: 


The bill introduced by Hon. 
W. W. 


Morrow in the Home to restrict Chine** 
immigration, iein the third of-the eer- 
iea. The first Restriction Act waa ren- 
dered practically inoperative bj the ef- 
forts of French, Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury under Folger, and by 
Brewster, Attorney General. The prior 
residence dodge Bet up by the former, 
and the habeas corpus operation* of ihs 
Federal Courts nlmoit utterly destroyed 
its validity. 
The second Restiiction 


Act was passed to correct the erroneous 
rulings of tba courts. But it only pro- 
duced still further complications. 
Mo- 


Cullongh, a short time Secretary of the 
Treasury, did all he could to upset what 
remained. 
What actuated these men to 


attempt to break the laws of the country 
is only a matter of conjecture. 
Some 


of them suffer them beyond question, 
to be imposed upon. Tbe most fla- 
gitious part of the bad work was done by 
subordinates.

They believe th.it every person 
tilko.s on the character of the food he 
eats. 
Tiger meat accordingly has a 


boom iu time of war. It id believed in 
China that the ia.»n who ptut>ikes of it 
acquires the courage nnd ferocity of that 
animal. Their system of medicine is 
composed wholly of nostrums and in- 
cantations. They are two thousand 
years bebiitd tbe times. There can be 
no common life or purpose between a 
people so backward and degraded and 
crvilized men.
